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1 . Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

A. The instant claims recite "non-polymeric". However, the compounds of the instant claims 
and the specification appear to encompass "polymeric" compounds. See claims 4-7. It is 
therefore unclear what is intended by "non-polymeric" and what the scope of "non-polymeric" 
is, e.g. what the number of repeating groups is that separates "non-polymeric" from "polymeric". 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 7-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Pat. Application Publication No. 2002/0155278 Boisseau et al.. 

Boisseau discloses coating compositions and coating methods falling within the scope 
of the instant claims at the abstract; sections [0019], [0022], [0026] which falls within the scope 
of the instant claims 12 and 14, [0038]-[0043] which falls within the scope of the instant claims 
9-10, [0048] of which the oligomeric film formers fall within the scope of the instant claims as 
they are not polymeric since they are oligomeric and they can be further polymerized and are 
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thus monomers, [0050] which falls within the scope of the instant claim 2, [0098], [0099], [0105 
which falls within the scope of the instant claim 15; and the remainder of the document. 

5. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Pat. 
Application Publication No. 2002/0155278 Boisseau et al. in view of US Pat. Nol. 5872195 
Green et al. and US Pat. No. 5756213 Ohrbom et ah. 

Boisseau discloses coating compositions and coating methods falling within the scope 
of the instant claims at the abstract; sections [0019], [0022], [0026] which falls within the scope 
of the instant claims 12 and 14, [0038]-[0043] which falls within the scope of the instant claims 
9-10, [0048] of which the oligomeric film formers fall within the scope of the instant claims as 
they are not polymeric since they are oligomeric and they can be further polymerized and are 
thus monomers, [0050] which falls within the scope of the instant claim 2, [0098], [0099], [0105 
which falls within the scope of the instant claim 15; and the remainder of the document. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant 
invention to use the instantly claimed monomers of claims 4-6 as the film forming agent of 
Boisseau because Boisseau encompasses such film formers at sections [0048] through [0098] 
and Ohrbom, columns 2 through 8, which falls within the scope of the instant claims 5-6and the 
ordinary skilled artisan would have expected the benefits of these film formers as taught by 
Green (abstract) of which compound c falls within the scope of the instant claim 4, 
combined with the benefits of the urea compounds of Boisseau.
